CHILD LABOR LAW IN VOID 

“The good sought is unconstitution- 
al logislation,’? said Chief Justices Taft 
in rondoring the opinion of the United 
States Supremo Court that declered tho 
child Inbor law void. This legislation, 
passed by Congrosa in 1019, wags Intend- 
ad to regulate tho, émploymont of éhil- 
dron in factories and workshops,’ under 
the ngé of 14, or in any ming or quarry 
tinder the age of 16, Undoubtedly the 
purpose of the law was designed to pro- 
mote the highest good, but the Suprente 
Court found that Congross dir entering 
the flelds of tha States to proseribe the 
mode of life for tho individual, was 
clearly otitsida its functiona, sineo tho 
logisiation wags within tho province of 
the states. ‘In tha maintenance of lo- 
tal self-government on the one hand,’ 
says the Court, ‘and the national pow.
